Kitchener and Staff 
Go Down With 
Cruiser 


London, June 6.—Earl Kitche 
ner, British Minister of War, and| 
his staff were on board the Brit-| 
ish cruiser! which was sunk by a| 
mine or torpedo off the Orkneys. 
lt is feared that all are lost. 


London, June 6.—Admiral ’ Jel 
licoe, commander of the British 
grand fleet, has reported to tho) 
admiralty that the British cris 
er Hampshire, with Earl hit- 
chener and his staff atoard, has 
been lost off the west Orkneys. 

Admiral Jellicoe’s report to the | 
admiralty follows : 

‘T have to report, with deep 
regret, that his majesty’s slip 
Hampshire, Captain Herbert J. | 
Savill, R.N., with Lord Kitche- 
ner and his staff on board, was 


sunk last night at a‘out eight 
o’clock to the west of the Ork- 
neys, either by a mine or a

When the news was received in 
London, a meeting cf the Brit- 
ish war council was imm diately 
called. Sir «William Robertson, 
chief of the Imperial staff, who 
probably will become the head of 
the war office, Sir Edward Grvy,-; 
secretary for foreign affairs, 
Reginald McKenna, chancellor of 
the exchequer, and David Lloyd 
George, minister of munitious, 
were present at the counc |. 


Ottawa, June 6.—Alluding to 
Jord Kithener, the prime mini 
ster, Sir Ro'ert Borden, said: 
“Tt is with deepest revret and 
sorrow we ‘have learned of the 
loss of Lerd Kitchener and his 
stafl, who, with captain, officers 
and crew of H.M.S. Hampsh re, 
have perished by the sinking of 
that ship. During a period of 
many years Jord Kitchener has 
served) the Empire with great 
distinction and success. It vill 
be recalled that im the early 
weeks of the war he forvsaw the 
magnitude of the struggle and 
its long duration. His presence 
at the war o‘hce inspingd confi 
dence not only in the Brit'sh 
Isles, but throughout the kmpire 
But however great the loss, bis 
place will be filled and the km 
pire will not re’ax in the sicht 
est its efforts its) determi ia 
tion. Another man will assured 
ly arise to meet the need of the 
hour and the confidence which 
Lord Kitch ner’s) pre in 
spired will be rene xed and mra ni 
tained.’’

Petrograd, June 4.—The fol- 


| lowing official statement was is- 


sued today : 

“On thejwestern front, in the 
region northwest of Pilkarn, the 
Germans, after heavy firing, at- 
tempted several times to assume 
the offensive, but were repulsed. 
On various sectors of the Dvina 
front-and in the region of Dvinsk 
the enemy’s artillery has been 
active.

DETAILS OF THE NAVAL | 

BATTLE 
London, June 4.—A_ statement 
issued tonight ‘by the British 
admiralty confirming previous 
accounts of the battle between 
the British and German flects,' 


that the German ace 


counts of the German losses are 
false, and that although the evi- 
dence is still incomplete, enough 
is known to justify stating that 
the German losses were greater 
than the British, ‘‘not merely 
relatively to the strength of the 
two fleets, but absolutely.’’ 


There is the strongest~ground - 


for believing, says the state-' 
ment, that the German losses in-| 
clude two battleships, two dread-| 
nought batt!e cruisers of the! 
most powerful tyre and two. of 
the latest light cruisers, in ad- 
dition to smaller craft, including 
a submarine. 7 | 

The text of the statement fol- 
lows : 

“Until the commander-in-chief 
has had time to consult the oth- 
cers engaged and write a full 
dispatch, any attempt to give a 
detailed history of the naval en 
gagement which began on the 
afternoon of May 31 and ended 
in the morning hours of June 1 
would e ident!y be premature. 
But the results are quite plain. |

Canadians in Most 
Terrible Battle of 
the War 


Ottawa,. June 5.-Not s nce St 
Julien have the Camadians suf 
fered so heavily as they did in 


the tremendous fighting between 


Ypressand Hooge, on June 2 and 
3. After being pushed back for 
700 yards on a front of 3,000 


yards the Canadians, by a heroic 


counter-attack with bombs and 
bayonet, re-took most of the 
ground lost. No less'than 101 


officers of all ranks figured in 
the first casualti.-s received trom 
the fighting this morning. These 
include a major-general and a 
trigadier ,ener. 1, four 1 euti nant 
colonels, cicht) majors, 21 cap 
tains, and 66 lieutenants. 
Evidence of the toll paid by 
the Canadians in the fighting at 


Ypres is) shown in the casual 
ties received at the militia de 
partment Atout 700 nam s_ of 
the rank and file have already 


been received, and will te made 
public as soon as the next of kia 
is notified. The list is steadily 
growing, and the casua'ty ant 
record office staff has already in- 
stituted an all-night tour of duty 
to promptly ont relitives. 

The fight , was terrific—aerial 
torpedoes, Jack Johnsons—evcry 
kind of gun was used, from the 
heavy howitzers to the trench 
mortars.

The burying party again left me 
a bottle of water, and declaring 
again that they were too busy 
with their own wounded to at- 
tend to me. 

“After two days I was moved, 
being sent to a hospital where I 
was the only British prisoner. I 
remained here for six weeks. I 
was well treated, but it did not 
I was sent off on 
a hospital train and became so 
ill that I had to tbe taken off 
and carried to a church which 
was used as a hospital. Later I 
was transferred to the prisoners 
camp at Mexhal, where I had my 
first lesson in ‘kultur,’ being lift 
for 48 hours without food cx- 
cepting for a glass of milk. The 
medical attention was extremely 
poor. . 

“{ remained there for 2 months 
after which I was sent to Gles- 
sen, where there were about 250 
other Canadians. This place 
was worse than the last although 
the food was rather more sub- 
stantial. When we finally were 
exchanged we were all examined 
by German specialists to make 
sure that all were sufficiently 
‘a ly wouded to te of n> fur-

CANADA’S PENSION 
SCHEME 


On the closing day of'the ses 
sion of the House of Commons a 
report was received from the 
committee appointed to revise 
the scale of pensions to soldiers. 
The new: scale will go into force 
at once, and will be paid as Irom} 
the beginning of the war. No 
special legislation for that pur 
pose was passed, owing to lack 
of time, but the payments will 
be made under the provisions of 
the war measures act, until the 
whole subject can be dealt with 
by special legislation, probably 
next year. . 

The scheme which, it is under- 
stood, will finally. be adopted, 
will provide for the appointment 
of a board of pension commis 
sioners, from’ whose decisions 
there shall be no appeal either 
to the government or anyone!

After considering all these 
classes, the committee felt that 
it would be unfair to differenti 
ate. They therefore decided to 
give the same pensions to all, 
so that when the war is over 
and the men return they will he 
all on the same plane, no mat- 
ter whether they had married be- 
fore the war broke out or subse- 
quently, or before goinz to the 
front or after they came back. 

Another important uestion 
dealt with, but as to which no 
final conclusion was reached, was 
as to whether the pension list 
should include men who enlisted 
in Canada for service in any of 
the allied countries, or who went 
as reservists to the British 
isles. It was fet that the in- 
clusion of this class at this 
juncture would not be prudent. 
The extra annual charge would 
be $1,000,000, and it was deem- 
ed wise to let the matter wait 
over until next year, by which 
time full information would be 
at hand as to how these groups 
are dealt with by the countries 
in whose armies they are fight- 
ing. Provision can be made for 
them, or for their depandents in 
Canada if such a course is deem 
ed desirable. 

It is especially noted that both 
political parties were represented 
on the committee which drew up 
the new scale, but thit ther re 
port was nevertheless unanimous 
with the exception of Hon. 
Frank Oliver, who contended for 
larger payments to married men 
than to unmarried. Mr. Oliver’s 
views on 
were based on considerations al- 
together apart from _ politics. 
Otherwise there was, as Hon. 
Rodolphe Lemieux expressed it, 
“never aripple of disagreement’’ 
among the memters. 

During the discussion of the 
subject, Sir Robert Borden took 
occasion to testify that the oper-, 
ation of the pension law up to. 
the present has been entirely free 
from political pressure. On no 
single occasion had he heard 
even the breath of a suspicion 
that such a thing had taken 
place or was possible. He added 
that in the appointment of a 
permanent board of commission 
ers the government would rake 
good care to secure men who 
would command the respect and 
confidence of the Canadian peo 
ple.

The explorer left in a small 
boat with five men a week later 
to summon help, leaving 22 men 
behind. All

| lief. 


The message from Lieut. Shac 
kleton was dated 
May 31. It said that 
Flephant Island April 24. Ihe 
gravest fears had been entertain- 
ed for the explorer during the 


past two weeks owing to the ab-| 


sence of news from. the Endur- 
ance, and in’ the house of com- 
mons yesterday Premier Asquith 
said that the government had 
approved of a committee ap- 
pointed by the admiralty to vive 
advice regarding a, relief expedi 
tion. 

The news of 
Ernest and the small party with 
him has not lessened the neces- 
sity for relief, which is even 
more pressing now am behalf of 
the men left behind in the ice on 
Elephant Island, probably scan- 
tily provided with provisions and 
other necessities, as well as in 
behalf cf the Ross sea party 
which was stranded on the Great 
Barrier through the breaking 
away of the relief ship Aurora 
which returned to New Zealand 
early in the year. 

Lieut. Sir Ernest Shackleton’s 
expedition, which had as an ob 
ject the crossing of the Amtartic 
continent from Wendell 
Ross sea, started from England 
in August, 1914.
